Town and wife, who have managed the 
affairs of the Farm and the Family for the last four years, 
retired from the station on the first inst., and are succeeded 
by Mr. Edwin Chase and wife, who, we learn, are to re- 
ceive two hundred and twenty-five dollars for their services. 


The accounts of the Overseers, on the Farm Book, have 
been carefully kept the past year, and correctly cast, and 
evince untiring industry, patient perseverance, and careful — 
attention to the interest of the Town.

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The Town having owned and occupied their Farm ten 
years, some general remarks relating to the whole term may, 
perhaps, be acceptable to the citizens. ‘There have been 
four different Agents on the Farm, whose average salary 
has been $258 25. The average yearly expenses’ for the 
support of Town Paupers, has been $628 10. The num- 
ber of deaths at the Farm has been eight. Whatever may 
be the present absolute worth of the Farm, the Committee 
believe that there has been quite an improvement in its rel- 
ative value since owned by the ''own; and the Committee 
are thoroughly impressed with the propriety, expediency, 
and humanity, even, of having a permanent home for those 
who are so unfortunate as to be unable to maintain them- 
selves. 


All which is respectfully submitted to the consideration 
of the Town.
